Lollapalooza wheeled out big headliners in its sixth 
year on the Chicago lakefront, as a record 240,000

Add to that some big names on Twitter talking up the show and 
retweeting about it, including Jimmy Fallon and his 2.6 million fol- 
lowers, and you quickly begin to see that the social media impact is 
undeniable. 

Interestingly, and almost impossibly, the buzz on Facebook was 
much lower, with only a few thousand posts per hour mention- 
ing the show at any given time during the day. It seems impossible 
because the “Jersey Shore” presence on Facebook is huge, with 
more than 2 million users liking the “Jersey Shore” fan page, leaving 
hundreds and sometimes thousands of comments on nearly every 
post. But because Row Feeder’s stats are specifically people posting 
“Jersey Shore”-related items on their Facebook walls, it seems a little 
more plausible. 

And last but not least, MTV wants to make sure you've got your 
Snooki fix wherever you go. It’s releasing an iPhone app called 
“Spread Snooki” that allows you to put Snooki’s face or add a fist 
bump to any iPhone photo. 

I find it hard to believe a single “Jersey Shore” character under- 
stands the effect the show is having on social media habits across 
the country. Actually, I find it hard to believe any of them have ever 
heard the term social media.

While some areas get more grocery stores and access 
to fresh food, other parts of the city are left in the dust

There is an oasis emerging amid the food deserts 
that once cut wide swaths across areas on the city’s 
South and West sides. 

The evidence is in recent headlines and initiatives 
undertaken by both the city and private retailers. 

A Super Wal-Mart—to be stocked with fresh 
produce and groceries—will be built in Pullman 
Park after the retailer worked out an agreement 
with City Hall this month to pay higher wages —50 
cents more than minimum wage—to workers at 
the location. 

The controversial compromise paves the way 
for dozens of other Wal-Marts across the city, a

spokesman for the retailer told the Tribune. Last 
week, the retailer got approval from the City 
Council Finance Committee to build a location in 
Chatham. The proposal now must go before the 
full council. 

Not all are in agreement that the big box retailer 
is a positive addition to local communities. It took 
six years for supporters to get approval for the store, 
the second Wal-Mart within city limits. But others 
view the Wal-Mart decision as a sign of progress in 
the war against food deserts, an issue that came to 
the forefront in 2006 after Chicago-based research- 
er Mari Gallagher mapped areas in the city where 
fresh produce was scarce when compared with fast- 
food locations. 


are hard-pressed to find fresh fruits and vegetables by community area, according to data from Mari 
Gallagher Research and Consulting Group, which defines food deserts as “large geographic areas that 
have no or distant mainstream grocery stores.” They are areas with “an imbalance of food choice, 
meaning a heavy concentration of nearby fringe food that is high in salt, fat and sugar.” The group’s 
Chicago report was based on data from sources including Cook County and the Chicago Department 
of Public Health. For more information, visit marigallagher.com. 


The data drew correlations between that 
lack of access and increased rates of obesity- 
related diseases, from hypertension to heart 
disease and certain types of cancers. 

Gallagher will release an update on the 
state of food access in the city, perhaps as ear- 
ly as this month, she said, adding that it will 
feature some significant changes since her ini- 
tial study uncovered a lack of access to fresh 
produce in areas including Roseland, West 
Englewood, Grand Boulevard and Washing- 
ton Park. Chicago food deserts have shrunk 
approximately 1.4 square miles between 2006 
and 2009, according to Gallagher. 

“We do see a lot of improvement in the 
situation,” said Gallagher, who is conducting 
similar research in other cities, including De- 
troit, L.A. and, most recently, Birmingham, 
Ala. In Chicago, city leaders seem to be lis- 
tening to the story the data is telling, she said. 
“Still, we have a lot of ways to go to solve the 
problem.” 

RedEye took a fresh look at the state of 
food availability in the city, rounding up re- 
cent developments and exploring the new 
tools being used to address the issue. 


More grocery stores 
At least six retailers could put down roots in 
Chicago as a result of tax breaks, streamlined 
building processes and other incentives of- 
fered by the city, said Molly Sullivan, a city 
spokeswoman for community development. 
Among those stores: an Aldi, with con-

and Michigan Avenue, Aldi spokeswoman 
Heather Tarezan said. This will join another 
Aldi, at 115th and Halsted streets. That was 
good news to Leticia Jones, a Roseland resi- 
dent who said that although she drives to the 
Aldi on Halsted, she and other area residents 
want more choices. 

“You see people riding these buses all the 
way down to the Jewel that’s down the street,” 
Jones, 29, said, referring to the supermarket 
at 11730 S. Marshfield Ave. “They’re pulling 
these heavy grocery carts up and down bus 
steps. And it’s hot as ever out here.” 

On the city’s West Side: a Pete’s Fresh 
Market, expected to open this fall at Madi- 
son Street and Western Avenue, according 
to Charles Poulakis, a spokesman for Pete’s 
holding company. 

“This is an area that has not had a grocery 
store in 40 years,” Sullivan said. “So to get that 
store there is a huge achievement.” 


Alternative approaches 

to distributing fresh food 

“Plopping down stores” is not the only an- 
swer to making fresh fruit and vegetables 
more accessible to a larger number of resi- 
dents, Sullivan said, pointing to several pro- 
grams the city has initiated in addition to 
wooing retailers to Chicago. Some—includ- 
ing food stamp acceptance at some city-run 
farmers markets—are directed at low-in- 
come residents, who are much more suscep- 
tible to obesity-related diseases including 
diabetes and heart disease, according to Gal-

lagher’s findings. 

This summer, those five city-run farmers 
markets—in Lincoln Square, Daley Plaza, 
on Division Street, at South Shore Bank and 
in Beverly—are improving the landscape for 
locals seeking diversity in their diet, Sullivan 
said. 

LaDonna Redmond, an urban farming 
pioneer and Time magazine-recognized com- 
munity activist, said that although increased 
access to farmers markets helps, that is just a 
start. “First of all, they are available for only 
a short window of the year,” said Redmond, 
who lives in Woodlawn. She was inspired to 
start her own grocery initiatives after living 
an hour’s CTA trip from fresh fruit and veg- 
etables on the West Side. Redmond dreams 
of opening her own store someday. “What do 
these residents do for the other ... days?” 


Delivering produce— 

one bag ata time 

In April, a locally based grocery delivery ser- 
vice got into the game of eliminating food 
deserts. Peapod Grocers is offering discount- 
ed fresh fruit packages to residents in target- 
ed areas —including Chicago Lawn and West 
Lawn—after being approached by commu- 
nity activist group Neighbor Capital, Peapod 
spokesman Scott DeGraeve said. 

The baskets—1o pieces of fresh fruit for 
$3—are ordered by Neighbor Capital, which 
puts together group purchase orders from 
residents. The baskets then are dropped off at 
churches, schools and other public areas for

those residents to pick up. It allows Peapod to 
serve areas not supported by their Internet- 
centric business model, while contributing to 
the community, DeGraeve said. 

“Tt’s a couple hundred bags a week,” said 
DeGraeve, Peapod’s senior vice president 
and general manager. He said the company 
commissioned a study by Gallagher’s re- 
search group to examine the link between 
scarce grocery supplies and obesity-related 
illnesses and was stunned by the rates of 
childhood diabetes in these so-called food 
deserts. 

“It’s going to be a long climb,” DeGraeve 
said of the fledgling program, which he said 
may begin offering vegetables as well as paper 
products in coming months. “But we’re mak- 
ing progress. This program has enormous po- 
tential.”

FLOATING, AFRAID 


SURVIVOR RECALLS STRUGGLE TO KEEP HEAD ABOVE WATER

When she could no longer hear her friends’ voices as she struggled to stay afloat 
in the cold waters of Lake Michigan, Kristin Masterson believed they were dead. 

Either she would meet the same fate, or by some miracle, she would be saved. 

She feared “I was going to be the only one [rescued], and I was going to wish that 
I had died.” 

Masterson, 19, was one of four friends involved in a boating accident that turned 
fatal after all four wound up in the water together, leaving the 31-foot sailboat Joan’s 
Arc unanchored and unattended. James Shepherd, 21, an accomplished sailor whose 
grandfather owns the boat, drowned. Police on Sunday continued their search for 
the fourth boater, Chris Gary, also 21. 

Both Masterson and Irene Rogers, 21, floated in the water for about five hours 
before three men out for an early-morning fishing trip rescued them. 

“When youre out alone, and it’s that quiet, your thoughts are the only things 
that exist,” she said from her Hyde Park home Sunday, the hospital band still 
wrapped around her wrist. 

The gathering on the docked boat began around 11:30 p.m. Thursday, Masterson 
said. The four of them tossed around bean bags, listened to music and Shepherd 
took Masterson out on a jet ski for the first time. There was alcohol, Masterson 
said, “but I wasn’t intoxicated.” 

Around 1:15 a.m. Friday, they decided that if they were going to go out on Lake 
Michigan, they had better leave soon, Masterson said. About 15 minutes after set- 
ting sail from DuSable Harbor, Gary and Rogers jumped in the water and urged 
Masterson and Shepherd to join them, she said. 


“So I did,” Masterson said. About a second later, so did Shepherd, she said. 
“My guess is it was a split-second lapse in judgment,” Masterson said. “Before I 
surfaced, he was already swimming after the boat.” 


That was the last time she saw him. 


She cried “Help!” Gary responded, saying: “Float on your back. You'll be OK.” 

Gary put his arm around Rogers, who was a poor swimmer, to hold her up, and 
encouraged her to keep her head above the water, said Rogers’ father, David. 

“He gave energy he could have kept,” said David Rogers, whose daughter was 
released from the hospital Sunday and was not available for comment.

A 15-year-old boy was killed and a 
female was wounded in a shooting 
Sunday afternoon in the Austin com- 
munity, officials said. The shooting 
happened at about 2 p.m. in the 4900 
block of West lowa Street, according 
to police. Troy Brown, 15, of the 200 
block of North Lavergne Avenue, was 
pronounced dead at Stroger Hospital, 
said a spokesman for the Cook County 
medical examiner’s office.

Safety features in works for notorious rail crossing

A Chicago railroad crossing that is notori- 
ous for accidents and vehicles stopping on 
the tracks will be rebuilt this month to im- 
prove safety before classes resume for stu- 
dents who walk over the crossing to a nearby 
high school, authorities said. 

Rail safety officials at the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission also have strongly rec- 
ommended that the city step up traffic en- 
forcement to reduce train-vehicle crashes 
at the congestion-plagued Nagle Avenue 
crossing between Avondale Avenue and 
Northwest Highway on the Union Pacific 
Railroad corridor. 


Vehicles can be seen stopped on the 
tracks at Nagle and many other locations 
across the Chicago area just about every day, 
demonstrating the tremendous risks drivers 
routinely take as well as pointing to the traf- 
fic saturation on roadways that can no lon- 
ger safely handle increasing volumes. 

Most of the more than 100 tickets issued 
to drivers in the past three years at the Na- 
gle crossing for failing to yield to trains or 
for stopping on the tracks were written by 
Union Pacific police, not Chicago officers, 
records show. Twenty-seven citations have 
been issued this year through Aug. 2, said 
Union Pacific spokesman Mark Davis. 


But wider-reaching safeguards are being 
put off because they are too expensive, offi- 
cials said. The stronger measures to prevent 
vehicles from straying into the path of trains 
include building a bridge over the crossing 
or installing new electronic circuitry to 
improve the timing of crossing gates that 
block the tracks when trains approach, of- 
ficials said. 

Building a bridge “is the preferred op- 
tion,” said Michael Stead, ICC rail safety 
program administrator. 

Instead, new signs, better pavement 
markings, new concrete crossing panels and 
other changes are planned between Aug. 23 


and Sept. 3, officials said. 

The primarily goal behind the changes is 
to grab the attention of motorists about the 
potentially deadly situation at the complex, 
high-volume rail-roadway intersection near 
the Kennedy Expressway. 

The move follows a Tribune report on July 
12 identifying the Nagle crossing as among 
the most dangerous in the Chicago region, 
based on accidents involving trains and ve- 
hicles. That same day, a Metra train struck 
a semitrailer truck that protruded onto the 
tracks and was blocked in by other vehicles 
when the traffic signal turned red and the 
railroad gates went down.

Disastrous Sunday caps Woods’ career-worst tournament 


Just when Tiger Woods thought his week at the 
WGC-Bridgestone Invitational at Firestone couldn't 
get worse, it actually did. 

Woods shot a 7-over 77 on Sunday, his highest score 
of the week, and tied for 78th place out of the 80-play- 
er field at 18-over 298. He finished two shots out of 
being dead last at a tournament he’s won seven times. 

His 18-over par total was his highest score in re- 
lation to par after four rounds since turning profes- 
sional in 1996. Woods’ tie for 78th was also his worst 
position in a 72-hole event since his first professional 
event, the 1996 Greater Milwaukee Open, where he 
tied for 6oth. 

“Shooting 18 over par is not fun,” Woods said after 
his round. “I don’t see how it can be fun shooting 18 
over, especially since my handicap is supposed to be 
zero.” 

Woods doesn’t have much time to work on his 
game. The PGA Championship starts Thursday at 


Tiger Woods managed to dodge one bullet this 
weekend. He will still be the No. 1 player in the 
world rankings after Phil Mickelson labored to an 
8-over 78 on Sunday. 

All Mickelson needed to do was finish fourth or 
better after entering the final round tied for 10th 
place and he would have held the top spot for the 
first time in his career. Instead, the world No. 2 shot 
a 41 on the front nine, didn’t make his only birdie 
of the round until the 17th hole and dropped into a 
share of 46th place.
